Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is well known in the art that in a public switched 
telehone network (PSTN), when a caller dials a called party's telephone number, the PSTN queries a database to determine if the caller's 
number and the called number are valid (whether the caller and called party are subscribers to a telephone service), and what kind of 
service(s) (such as a basic service, and/or value added services, e.g. caller ID. call forwarding, call block, etc.) subscribed by the caller 
and the called party. Lund discloses a PSTN and teaches querying a SCP's database 44 to retrieve a called party's infonnation (column 
3. lines 23-25) to detemnine how to handle the call, and what services to provide the caller and the called party (column 3, lines 34-40). 
Detenmining what sen/ices to provide the called party inherently determines what services the called party has subsciribed, i.e. determines 
whether the called party is a subscriber to one or more services provided by the PSTN. 
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
